WE are commanded by Her Majesty to assure

The decease of Her Majesty Queen Adelaide has 
caused Her Majesty deep affliction. The extensive 
charity and exemplary virtues of Her late Majesty 
will always render Her memory dear to the Nation.

In the course of the autumn, differences of a se-

Her Majesty has been engaged in communica- 
tions with Foreign States upon the measures which 
might be rendered necessary by the relaxation of 
the restrictions formerly imposed by the Navigation 
Laws of this Country. 

The Governments of the United States of America 
and of Sweden have promptly taken steps to secure 
to British ships in the ports of their respective coun- 
tries, advantages similar to those which their own 
ships now enjoy in British ports. 

With regard to those Foreign States whose Na- 
vigation Laws have hitherto been of a restrictive 
character, Her Majesty has received from nearly all 
of them assurances which induce Her to hope that 
our example will speedily lead toa great and gene- 
ral diminution of those obstacles which previously 
existed to a free intercourse by sea between the na- 
tions of the world. 

In the summer and autumn of the past year the 
United Kingdom was again visited by the ravages 
of the Cholera; but Almighty God, in His mercy, 
was pleased to arrest the progress of mortality, and 
to stay this fearful pestilence. Her Majesty is per- 
suaded that we shall best evince our gratitude by 
vigilant precautions against the more obvious causes 
of sickness, and an enlightened consideration for 
those who are most exposed to its attacks. 

Her Majesty, in Her late visit to Ireland, derived 
the highest gratification from the loyalty and attach- 
ment manifested by all classes of Her subjects. 
Although the effects of former years of scarcity are 
painfully felt in that part of the United Kingdom, 
they are mitigated by the present abundance of food, 
and the tranquillity which prevails. 

Her Majesty has great satisfaction in congratulat- 
ing you on the improved condition of Commerce 
and Manufactures.

Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal Sub- 
jects, the Commons of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, in Parliament assembled, 
beg leave to convey to Your Majesty our Thanks 
for the gracious Speech which Your Majesty has 
commanded to be made to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment: 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for the assurance 
of Your great satisfaction in again having recourse 
to the advice and assistance of Your Parliament : 

We condole with Your Majesty on the decease 
of Her Majesty Queen Adelaide, which has caused 
Your Majesty deep affliction ; and we entirely con- 
cur with Your Majesty in the belief that the exten- 
sive charity and exemplary virtues of Her late Ma- 
jesty will always render Her memory dear to the 
Nation: 

We humbly express the satisfaction with which 
we learn that Your Majesty happily continues in 

eace and amity with Foreign Powers : 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that, in 
the course of the autumn, differences of a serious 
character arose between the Governments of Austria 
and Russia on the one hand, and the Sublime Porte 
on the other, in regard to the treatment of a con- 
siderable number of persons, who, after the termi- 
nation of the civil Warin Hungary, had taken refuge 
in the Turkish territory ; and we rejoice to learn that 
explanations which took place between the Turkish 
and Imperial Governments have fortunately removed 
any danger to the Peace of Europe which might 
have arisen out of these differences : 

We humbly convey to Your Majesty our thanks 
for informing us that Your Majesty having been ap- 
pealed to on this occasion by the Sultan, united Your 
efforts with those of the Government of France, to 
which a similar appeal had been made, in order to 
assist, by the employment of Your good offices, in 
effecting an amicable settlement of those differences 
in a manner consistent with the dignity and inde- 
pendence of the Porte: 

We thank Your Majesty for acquainting us that 
Your Majesty has been engaged in communications 
with Foreign States upon the measures which might 
be rendered necessary by the relaxation of the re- 
strictions formerly imposed by the Navigation Laws 
of this Country : 

We rejoice to learn that the Governments of 
the United States of America and of Sweden have 
promptly taken steps to secure to British Ships in 
the Ports of their respective Countries, advantages 
similar to those which their own Ships now enjoy in 
British Ports: 

With regard to those Foreign States whose Navi- 
gation Laws have hitherto been of a restrictive 
character, we learn with gratification that Your 
Majesty has received from nearly all of them assur- 
ances whica induce Your Majesty to hope that our 
example will speedily lead to a great and general 
diminution of those obstacles which previously ex- 
isted to a free intercourse by sea between the nations 
of the world: 
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We unite with Your Majesty in lamenting that in 
the summer and autumn of the past year the United 
Kingdom was again visited by the ravages of the 
Cholera; but we are thankful to Almighty God, 
who in His mercy was pleased to arrest the progress 
of mortality, and to stay this fearful pestilence : 

We humbly concur with Your Majesty, in the 
panes that we shall best evince our gratitude 

y vigilant precautions against the more obvious 
causes of sickness, and an enlightened consideration 
for those whoare most exposed to its attacks: 

We humbly assure Your Majesty, that we rejoice 
to be informed that Yuur Majesty, in Your late 
visit to Ireland, derived the highest gratification 
from the loyalty and attachment manifested by all 
classes of Your subjects; and we learn with satis- 
faction, that although the effects of former years of 
scarcity are painfully felt in that part of the United 
Kingdom, they are mitigated by the present abund- 
ance of food, and the tranquillity which prevails : 

We regard with great satisfaction the improved 
condition of Commerce and Manufactures; and 
whilst sharing with Your Majesty in the regret with 
which Your Majesty has observed the complaints 
which in many parts of the Kingdom have proceeded 
fromthe Owners and Occupiers of Land; and humbly 
concurring with Your Majesty in lamenting greatly 
that any portion of Your Majesty’s subjects should 
be suffering distress ; we unite with Your Majesty 
in the feelings of sincere gratification with whic 
Your Majesty witnesses the increased enjoyment of 
the necessaries and comforts of life, which cheap- 
ness and plenty have bestowed upon the great hody 
of the people : 

We thank Your Majesty for having directed the 
Estimates for the year to be laid before us, and for 
informing us that they have been framed with a strict 
regard to economy, whilst the efficiency of the 
various Branches of the Public Service has not been 
neglected : 

We participate in the satisfaction with which Your 
Majesty has seen the present state of the Revenue: 

We beg to express our thanks to Your Majesty, 
for informing us that some of the measures which 
were postponed at the end of the last Session for 
want of time for their consideration, will be again 
laid before us, and that among the most important 
of these is one for the better government of the 
Australian Colonies : 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for having di- 
rected various measures to be prepared for the im- 
provement of the condition of Jreland, and for ac- 

uainting us that the mischiefs arising from Party 
Deaemiiies the defects of the Laws regulating the 
relations of Landlord and Tenant; the imperfect 
state of the Grand Jury Acts; and the diminished 
number of electors for Members to serve in Parlia- 
ment, will, together with other matters of serious 
consequence, form the subjects of measures to be 
submitted for our consideration : 

We unite in the satisfaction with which Your Ma- 
jesty has learnt, that the measures which have been 
already passed for the promotion of the Public 
Health are in a course of gradual adoption, and we 
concur with Your Majesty in the hope that, both in 
the Metropolis and in various parts of the United 
Kingdom, we shall be enabled to make further pro- 
gress in the removal of evils which affect the health 
and well-being of Your Majesty’s subjects: 

We humbly join with Your Majesty in acknow- 
ledging that the favour of Divine Providence has 
hitherto preserved this Kingdom from the Wars and 
Convulsions which during the last two years have 
shaken so many of the States of the Continent of 
Europe; and we heartily concur in the hope and 
belief expressed by Your Majesty, that by combin- 
ing liberty with order, by preserving what is valuable, 
and amending what is defective, we shall sustain the 
fabric of our Institutions as the abode and the 
shelter of a free and happy people.

Mr. Speaker laid upon the Table,—Report from 
Mr. May, one of the Examiners of Petitions for 
Private Bills; That in the case of the Petition for 
the North Kent Railway (Continuation from Strood, 
through Canterbury, to Deal and Dover, with 
Branches to Maidstone, Sheerness, Faversham and 
Chilham, and a Loop Line from Greenwich to Wool- 
wich) Bill, the Standing Orders have not been com- 
plied with, in the following instances, viz. 


Maidstone Branch and Loop-line from 
Greenwich to Woolwich. 

The object of the said Bill, as described by the 
short title thereof, with which the Petition for leave 
to bring in the same is headed, and corresponding 
with that at the head of the advertisement, is to 
make a Railway from Strood, through Canterbury; 
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to Deal and Dover, with Branches to Maidstone, 
Sheerness, Faversham and Chilham, and a Loop Line 
from Greenwich to Woolwich, but no evidence has 
been given to prove that any of the Standing Orders 
of the House have been complied with in reference 
to the said Maidstone Brauch, and the Loop Line 
from Greenwich to Woolwich. 


Notices in Gazette and Newspapers. 


Notices of the intended application to Parliament 
were not published in the “ Kent Herald,” being a 
newspaper of the county of Kent, nor in any Lon- 
don newspaper, for three successive weeks in the 
months of October and November, or either of them, 
but were published in two successive weeks only, in 
the month of November last. 

The Notices published in the ‘‘ Kent Herald” are 
not copies of each other, as there are two distinct 
parishes of Buckland through which the said Rail- 
way is intended to be made; but in the Notice as 
published in the said newspaper on the 22d day of 
November, there is only one such parish mentioned 
instead of two, as stated in the other copies of such 
Notice.

7, that the Commissioners in 
Bankruptcy in Zondon, now six in number, are to 
be reduced to four, by not filling up the two next 
vacancies. 

3. That by section 26 of the same Statute it is 
provided, “That upon the next two occasions of a 
vacancy in the office of any Registrar of the Court 
acting in London (other than the Chief Registrar), 
the vacancies shall not be filled up, and the number 
of Registrars acting in London (other than the 
Chief Registrar) shall in such manner be reduced 
to four.” 

4. That it appears doubtful to your Committee 
whether by this section the whole number of Re- 
gistrars, other than the Chief Registrar, were to

“ An Act for administering the Oath of Alle- 
giance and Reformation of Married Women 
Recusants,” . 


after reciting the Act imposing the Oath of Al- 
legiance, it is enacted, “ That all and every person 
and persons, as well ‘ecclesiastical as temporal, of 
what estate, dignity, pre-eminence, sex, quality or 
degree soever he,she or they be or shall be, above 
the age of 18 years, being hereafter in this Act 
mentioned and intended, shall make, take and 
receive a corporal Oath upon the Evangelists, ac- 
cording to the tenor and effect of the Oath set forth 
in the fore-mentioned Statute,” and then the Act 
proceeds, amongst other things, to enact that 
Members of Parliament shall take it before the 
Lord Steward or his Deputy before entering the 
House. No further enactments occur with respect 


to Oaths until the reign of Charles II.; but the | 


following facts appear in the Journals with reference 
to the Oaths ‘required of Members serving in the 
Parliaments convened during the Protectorate. 


On the 24th November 1654 (7 ‘vol. Journ., p. 
388), it was resolved, that a Parliament should be 
summoned for the third Monday of October 1656. 
A new form of writ was then discussed by the 
House, the only material circumstance in which 
bearing on the question now before your Committee 
is this: that part of the ancient form of the writ 
which ran thus, “ Quia de avisamento et assensu 
Concilit nostri, pro quibusdam arduts et urgentibus 
negotiis nos statum et defensionem regni nostri 
Anglia et Ecclesie Anglicane concernentibus, quod- 
dam Parliamentum nostrum apud civitatem nostram 
Westmonasterii die 
tenert ordinavimus,” was thus altered: “ And to the 
end that a Parliament be held at the city of West- 
ininster the day of next coming, 
there for us to consult with the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgesses of the said Commonwealth of the 
weighty and urgent affairs concerning us, the state 
and defence of the said Commonwealth, and the 
maintenance of the true reformed Protestant re- 
ligion in the purity thereof.” The question being 
then put, whether the words “ the true Protestant 
religion” should stand in the writ, was resolved in 
Since the Restoration the writs 
have been issued in their ancient form. 


On the 24th June 1657 (7 vol. Journ., p. 572), 
after some debate it was resolved, “ That every per- 
son who now is or hereafter shall be a Member of 
either House of Parliament, before he sit in Parlia- 
ment, shall, from and after the 1st day of July 1657, 
take an Oath before persons to be authorized and 
appointed by your Highness and successors for that 
purpose, in the form following : 


“, A. B., do, in the presence of and by the 
name of God Almighty, promise and swear 
that, to the uttermost: of my power, in my 


place, I will uphold and maintain the true 
VoL. 105. 
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reformed Protestant Christian religion in the 
purity thereof, as it is contained in the Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testament, 
and encourage the profession and professors 
of the same; and that I will be true and 
faithful to the Lord Protector of the Com- 
monwealth of England, Scotland and Ireland, 
and the dominions and territories thereunto 
belonging, as Chief Magistrate thereof, and 
shall not contrive, design or attempt any- 
thing against the person or lawful authority 
of the Lord Protector, and shall endeavour, 
as much as in me lies as a member of Par- 
liament, the preservation of the rights and 
liberties of the people.” 


The first trace of any enactment relating to per- 
sons refusing to be sworn, is to be found in the 13th 
and 14th Car. 2, c. 1, intituled, 


“An Act for preventing the Mischiefs and Dan- 
gers that may arise by certain Persons called 
Quakers, and others, refusing to take Lawful 
Oaths ;” 


which enacts, amongst other things, 


“‘ That if any person or persons who maintain 
that the taking of an Oath in any case whatsoever 
(although before a lawful magistrate) is altogether 
unlawful, and contrary to the Word of God, from 
and after the four-and-twentieth day of March, in 
this present year of our Lord 1661, shall wilfully 
and obstinately refuse to take an Oath, where by 
the laws of the realm he or she is or shall be bound 
to take the same, being lawfully and duly tendered, 
or shall endeavour to persuade any other person to 
whom any such Oath shall in like manner be duly 
and lawfully tendered to refuse and forbear the taking 
the same; or shall by printing, writing or otherwise, 
go about to maintain and defend that the taking of 
an Oath in any case whatsoever is altogether unlaw- 
ful, that then in all and every such cases the party 
so offending, being thereof lawfully convict by ver- 
dict of 12 men, or by his own confession, or by the 
notorious evidence of the fact, shall lose and forfeit 
to the King’s Majesty, his heirs and successors, for 
the first offence such sum as shall be imposed upon 
him or her, not exceeding Five Pounds.” 


The Act then imposes a further penalty for the 
second offence, and banishment for the third; and 
makes other provisions as to the mode of dealing 
with the offenders ; and then contains this proviso : 


“ Provided always, and be it ordained and enacted, 
by the authority aforesaid, That all and. singular 
Lords of the Parliament for every third nce 
committed against the tenour of this Aet, shall be 
tried by their Peers, and not otherwise.” 


By the 16th Car. 2, c. 4, s. 16 (which continued 
in force for three years), the further penalty of 
Transportation was enacted for any refusal to take 
a Judicial Oath. ; 


The next Statute in order of time is the 30th Car. 
2, stat. 2, intituled, 


“ An Act for the more effectual preserving the 
King’s Person and Government, by disabling 
Papists from sitting in either House of Par- 
liament.” 


This is the first Act which prescribes the Oaths 
to be taken by Members at the Table of the House ; 
and after reciting, that 


“¢ Forasmuch as divers.good laws have been made 
for preventing the increase and danger of Popery in 
this Kingdom, which have not had the desired 
effects, by reason of the free access which Popish 
‘Recusants have had to his Majesty’s Court, and by 
reason of the liberty which of late some of thé Recu- 
sants have had and taken to sit and vote in Par- 
liament ;

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“ Wherefore, and for the safety of his Majesty’s 
Royal Person and Government,” 


It enacts, 


“ That from and after the ist day of December 
which shall be in the year of our Lord God 1678, 
no person that now is or hereafter shall be a Peer 
of this realm, or Member of the House of Peers, 
shall vote or make his Proxy in the House of 
Peers, or sit there during any debate in the said 
House of Peers; nor any person that now Is or 
hereafter shall be a Member of the House of Com- 
mons, shall vote in the House of Commons, or sit 
there during any debate in the said House of Com- 
mons, after their Speaker is chosen, until such Peer 
or Member shall from time to time respectively, and 
in manner following, first take the several Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, and make, subscribe 
and audibly repeat this Declaration following :— 


[Here follows the form of the Declaration 
against Transubstantiation. ] 


“ Which said Oaths and Declaration shall be in 
this and every succeeding Parliament solemnly and 
publicly made and subscribed, betwixt the hours of 
nine in the morning and four in the afternoon, by 
every such Peer and Member of the House of 
Peers, at the Table in the middle of the said House, 
before he takes his place in the said House of Peers, 
and whilst a full House of Peers is there with their 
Speaker in his place; and by every such Member 
of the House of Commons, at the Table in the 
middle of the said House, and whilst a full House 
of Commons is there duly sitting with their Speaker 
in his chair ; and that the same be done in either 
House, in such like order or method as each House 
is called over by respectively.” 


In the next place it provides, that if any Member 
of Parliament who shall not have taken the Oaths 
and made and subscribed the Declaration, shall 
come into the King’s presence, he shall incur all the 
pains and penalties mentioned in the Act. And it 
then enacts, 


“ That if any person that now is or hereafter shall 
be a Peer of this realm, or Member of the House of 
Peers, or Member of the House of Commons, shall 
presume to do anything contrary to this Act, or 
shall offend in any of the cases aforesaid, that then 
every such Peer and Member so offending shall 
from thenceforth be deemed and adjudged a Popish 
Recusant convict, to all intents and purposes what- 
soever, and shall forfeit and suffer as a Popish Re- 
cusant convict, and shall be disabled to hold or 
execute any office or place of profit or trust, civil or 
military, in any of his Majesty’s realms of England 
or Ireland, dominion of Wales, or town of Berwich- 
upun- Tweed, or in any of his Majesty’s Islands or 
Foreign Plantations to the said realms belonging ; 
and Shall be disabled from thenceforth to sit or 
vote in either House of Parliament, or make a 
Proxy in the House of Peers, or to sue or use any 
action, bill, plaint or information in course of law, 
or to prosecute any suit in any Court of Equity, or 
to be guardian of any child, or executor or admin- 
istrator of any person, or capable of any legacy or 
deed of gift; and shall forfeit for every wilful offence 
against this Act the sum of Five hundred Pounds, 
to be recovered and received by him or them that 
shall sue for the same, and to be prosecuted by any 
action o debt, suit, bill, plaint or information in 
any of his Majesty’s Courts at Westminster, wherein 
no essoign, protection or wager of law shall lie.” 
And by the 8th section it is enacted, “That in every 
case where a Member or Members of the House of 
Commons shall by virtue of this Act be disabled to 
sit or vote in the House of Commons, then and in 


every such case, without any further conviction or 
other proceedings against such member or members, 
the place or places for which they or any of them 
were elected is hereby declared void ; and a new 
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writ or writs shall issue out of the High Court of 
Chancery by warrant or warrants from the Speaker 
of the House of Commons for the time being, and 
by order of the said House, for the election of a new 
Member or Members to serve in the House of Com- 
mons in the place or places of such Member or 
Members so disabled, to all intents and purposes 
: 4 such Member or Members were naturally 
ead.” 


The next Statute is the 1st Gul. & Mar. sess. 1, 1 Gul. & Mar. 
sess. 1, c, 1, 


cap. 1, intituled, 

“ An Act for removing and preventing all 
Questions and Disputes concerning the 
Assembling and Sitting of this present 
Parliament;” 


which alters the forms of the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy. It enacts (amongst other things), 
“ That the Act made in the 30th year of King 
Charles the Second, intituled, ‘ An Act for the more 
effectual preserving the King’s Person and Govern- 
ment, by disabling of Papists from sitting in either 
House of Parliament, and all other Acts of Par- 
liament, as to so much of the said Act or Acts only 
as concerns the taking the Oaths of Supremacy 
and Allegiance, or either of them, in the said Act 
or Acts respectively mentioned, by any Member or 
Members of either House of Parliament, with re- 
lation to [their sitting and voting in Parliament, 
shall be and are hereby repealed to all intents and 
purposes; anything in the said recited Act or Acts

to the contrary notwithstanding. 


And it further enacts, 


“ That the taking the Oaths hereinafter men- 
tioned, and the making, subscribing and repeating 
the Declaration in the said Act of the 30th year of 
King Charles the Second mentioned, by every 
Member of either House of this present Parlia- 
ment, from and after the first day of March next 
ensuing, in such manner as the taking the said 
Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and the mak- 
ing, subscribing and repeating the said Declaration 
in the said last-mentioned Act are required, shall be 
good and effectual to all intents and purposes as if 
the said Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy had 
been taken, and the said Declaration had been 
made, subscribed and repeated in such manner and 
at such time as by the said Act or Acts, or any of 
them, they are required; and that in all future 
Parliaments the Oaths hereinafter mentioned, and 
the Declaration in the said Act made in the 30th 
od of King Charles the Second mentioned, shall 

e taken, made, subscribed and repeated by every 
Member of either House of Parliament within the 
time and in the same manner and form, and under 
the penalties and disabilities as the said Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, and the said Declara- 
tion by the said Act of the 30th year of King 
Charles the Second are limited, ordained and ap- 
pointed to be taken, made, subscribed and repeated, 
and not at any other time, or in any other manner, 
to enable them to sit and vote in Parliament; any- 
thing in the said Act or Acts, or any of them, to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 


And it further enacts, 

“ That the Oaths above appointed by this Act 
to be taken in the stead and place of the Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, shall be in the words 
following, and no other :— 


“ I, A. B., do sincerely promise and swear, 
That I will be faithful and bear true Alle- 
giance to Their Majesties King William and 
Queen Mary ; 

“ So help me Gop.” 


“I, A. B., do swear, That I do from my 
heart abhor, detest and abjure as impious 
and heretical, that damnable doctrine and

The last-mentioned Act did not repeal the 5th 
Eliz. c. 1, nor the 7th Jac. 1, c.6, so that it would 
be doubtful whether, notwithstanding this Act, the 
Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance mentioned in 
ist Eliz.c. 1, and 3 Jac.1, ¢c. 4, might not still 
be required to be taken by Members ot Parliament 
before the Lord Steward; but by the 1st Will. & 
Mary, Sess. 1, c. 8, intituled, “ An Act for abro- 
yating the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, and 
appointing other Oaths,” after reciting the 1st Eliz. 
e. 1, and 3d Jac. 1, ¢c. 4, it is enacted, “ That from 
henceforth no person whatsoever shall be obliged 
to take the said Oaths, or either of them, by force 
or virtue of the said Statutes, or either of them, or 
any other Statutes whatsoever, but that the said 
Statutes and every other Statute for so much only 
as concerns the said Oaths, and the said Oaths 
themselves shall be and are hereby repealed, utterly 
abrogated and made void.” ‘The Act then, by the 
third section, directs the Oaths appointed by it to be 
taken by every Archbishop and Bishop, and every 
person above the degree of a Baron of Parliament, 
in manner therein expressed, and by the fourth 
Section, that all other persons shall take the said 
Oaths before such person or persons respectively as 
by any Act or Acts were authorized or empowered 
to tender the Oath of Allegiance then abrogated 
and made void; which persons, so authorized to 
minister or tender the said Oaths, are thereby re-

“ J, A. B., do profess faith in God the Father, 
and in Jesus Christ, his eternal Son, the 
true God, and in the Holy Spirit, one 
God blessed for evermore, and do acknow- 
ledge the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testament to be given by Divine 
Inspiration.” 


“ Which Declarations and Subscription shall be 
made and entered of Record at the General Quarter 
Sessions of the Peace for the county, city or place 
where every such person shall then reside. And 
every such person that shall make and subscribe 
the two Declarations and Profession aforesaid, being 
thereunto required, shall be exempted from all 
the pains and penalties of all and every the afore- 
mentioned Statutes made against Popish Recusants- 
or Protestant Noncorformists, and also from the 
penalties of an Act made in the fifth year of the 
reign of the late Queen Elizabeth, intituled, ‘ An 
Act for the Assurance of the Queen’s Royal Power 
over all Estates and Subjects within her Dominions, 
for or by reason of such persons not taking or

The next Statute relating to Oaths is the 1st 
William & Mary, Sess. 1, cap. 18, intituled, 

“ An Act for exempting Their Majesties’ Pro- 
testant Subjects Dissenting from the Church 
of England, from the Penalties of certain 
Laws,” 

(commonly called the Toleration Act,) in which the 
Affirmation of Dissenters from the Church of 
England, who scruple the taking of any Oath, is for 
the first time legally recognized. 

After enacting that the several Penal Statutes 
therein mentioned should not extend to any persons 
dissenting from the Church of England that should 
take the Oaths mentioned in the aforesaid Statute, 
1 Gul. & Mar. c.1, and should make and subscribe 
the Declaration mentioned in the 30th Car. 2, s.2; 
and after reciting that 

“There are certain other persons, Dissenters 
from the Church of England, who scruple the taking 
of any Oath ;” 


It enacts, 

“‘ That every such person shall make and sub- 
scribe the aforesaid Declaration, and also this Decla- 
ration of fidelity following ; viz.— 

“ 1, A. B., do sincerely promise and solemnly 
declare, before God and the world, that 
VoL.

Charles the Second, intituled, ‘ An Act for pre- 
venting Mischiefs that may arise by certain Persons 
called Quakers refusing to take lawful Oaths ;’ and 
enjoy all other the benefits, privileges and advan- 
tages, under the like limitations, provisoes and con- 
ditions which any other Dissenters shall or ought to 
enjoy by virtue of this Act.” 

The above Act conferred no privileges, but ap- 
pears to have been solely intended for the relief of 
Christian Dissenters from certain Penal Acts, to the 
exclusion of Socinians. As regards the Jews, the 


9th Will. 3, c. 32, intituled, “An Act for the more 9 will. 
effectual suppressing of Blasphemy and Profane- © 34- 


ness,” enacts, “‘ That if any person or persons having 
been educated in, or at any time having made profes- 
sion of the Christian Religion, within this Rein, 
shall, by writing, printing, teaching or advised 
speaking, deny any one of the persons in the Holy 
Trinity to be God, or shall assert or maintain there 
are more Gods than one, or shall deny the Christian 
Religion to be true, or the Holy Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testament to be of Divine Authority,” 
he shall be punished as therein mentioned. The 
enactment appears to have been carefully framed to 
exclude Jews, or other persons not having professed 
the Christian Religion, from its operation. 


The next Statute relating to Oaths is the 7th and 7 & s Will. 3, 
c. 34. 


sth Will. 3, c. 34, intituled, 

“ An Act, that the solemn Affirmation and De- 
claration of the People called Quakers 
shall be accepted instead of an Oath in 
the usual form.” 


After reciting that 


“ Divers Dissenters, commonly called Quakers, 
refusing to take an Oath in Courts of Justice and 
MM other 
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other places, are frequently imprisoned, and their 
estates sequestered by process of contempt issuing 
out of a Courts, to the ruin of themselves and 
families,” for remedy thereof, 


It enacts, 


“That from and after the 4th day of May which 
shall be in the year of our Lord 1696, every Quaker 
within this Kingdom of England, Dominion of 
Wales, or Town of Berwick-upon- Tweed, who shall 
be required upon any lawful occasion to take an 
Oath, in any case where by Law an Oath is required, 
shall, instead of the usual form, be permitted to 
make his or her solemn Affirmation or Declaration 
in these words following ; viz.— 


‘<T, A. B., do declare, in the presence of Al- 
mighty God, the Witness of the truth of 
what I say.” 


“ Which said solemn Affirmation or Declaration 
shall be adjudged and taken and is hereby enacted 
and declared to be of the same force and effect to 
all intents and purposes, in all Courts of Justice 
and other places where by Law an Oath is required 
within this Kingdom of England, Dominion of 
Wales, or Town of Berwick-upon- Tweed, as if such 
Quaker had taken an Oath in the usual form.” 


And it is provided that the “‘ Act shall continue 
in force for the space of seven years, and from thence 
to the end of the next Session of Parliament, and 
no lenger.” 

The foregoing are the whole of the Acts, so far 
as your Committee have been able to discover, in 
any way bearing upon the question pee to 
the case of Archdale. It will therefore be seen, 
that the time when Archdale’s case occurred, the 
Oaths required of a Member on taking his seat 
were, the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, ac- 
cording to the form prescribed by the Statute of the 
Ist of Will and Mary, c. 8; and that the only 
Statutes which at that time existed for giving relief 
to persons refusing to be sworn, were the Ist of 
Will and Mary, c. 18, s. 13, and the 7th and 8th of 
Will. 3, c. 34. 


Your Committee will now proceed to state the 
Entries on the Journals of the House relating to 
Archdale’s case. 


The first Entry is, 


““ Martis, 3° die Januarii, 10 Gulielmi Tertii, 
1698-9.

“ The House was, according to Order, called over, 
and the names of such Members as made default 
were noted down; and their names being called 
over a second time, several of them were excused 
upon account of their being sick ; and others upon 
the road coming up, and others, upon account of 
extraordinary occasions in the country. And the 
name of John Archdale, Esquire, a burgess for the 
Borough of Chiping Wicomb, in the County of Bucks, 
being called over a second time; Mr. Speaker ac- 
quainted the House, that Mr. Archdalehad been with 
him this morning, and delivered him a letter sealed ; 
which Mr. Speaker presented to the House, and the 
same was opened and read, as is as followeth ; viz.— 


‘ London, the 3d of the called January, 1698-9. 
—Sir, upon the call of the House it will appear that 
{am duly chosen and returned to serve in Parlia- 
ment for the Boro’ of Chipping Wycombe, in the 
Coy of Bucks; and therefore I request of thee to 
acquaint the Honourable House of Commons the 
reason I have not as yet appeared; which is, that 
the Burgesses being voluntarily inclined to elect 
me, I did not oppose their inclinations, believing 
that my Declarations of fidelity, &e. might in this 
case, as in others where the law requires an Oath, 
be accepted; I am therefore ready to execute my 
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trust if the House think fit to admit of me there- 
upon, which I do humbly submit to their wisdom 
and justice, and shall acquiesce with what they will 
be pleased to determine therein. This being all at 
present, I remain, thy real and obliged friend, John 
Archdale.’ 

“* Ordered, That the contents of the said Letter 
be taken into consideration upon Friday morning 
next. 

“ Ordered, That the said Mr. Archdale do attend 
this House upon Friday morning next.”

Speaker was again read. And the several Statutes, 
qualifying persons to come into, and sit and vote 
in this House, were read; viz. of the 30 Car. 2di; 
1 Will. and Maria, and 7 and 8 Will.and Marie. 


“ And then the said Mr. Archdale was called in, 


“ And he came into the middle of the House, 
almost to the Table, 


“And Mr. Speaker, by direction of the House, 
asked him whether he had taken the Oaths, or would 
take the Oaths appointed, to qualify himself to be a 
Member of this House. To which he answered, 
that in regard to a principle of his religion he had 
not taken the Oaths, nor could take them. 

“ And then he withdrew. 


“‘ Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do issue his Warrant 
to the Clerk of the Crown to make out a new Writ 
for electing a Burgess to serve in this present Par- 
liament for the Borough of Chipping Wycomb, in 
the County of Bucks, in the room of the said Mr. 
Archdale, who hath refused to qualify himself to be 
a Member of this House, by taking the Oaths by 
Law appointed for that purpose.” 


We now proceed to state the Statutes which 
have been passed subsequently to the decision of 
the House in Archdale's case. 

The first Statute is the 13th Gul. 3, cap. 4. 


It simply continues the Act of the 7th and 8th 
Gul. 3, cap. 34, for a further period of eleven years. 


The next Statute is the 13th Gul. 3, cap. 6, inti- 11 Will.3, c.6.

“An Act for the further Security of His Ma- 
jesty’s Person, and the Succession of the 
Crown in the Protestant Line, and for extin- 
guishing the Hopes of the pretended Prince 
of Wales, and all other Pretenders, and their 
open and secret Abettors.”

(under God) entirely depend, to the intent, there- 
fore, that the said Acts may for ever be inviolably 
preserved, and that all future questions and divi- 
sions by reason of any pretended titles to the Crown 
may be prevented.” 


And it then, in the first section, enacts, that the 
persons therein specified shall personally appear in

and stands limited (by an Act, intituled, “ An 
Act declaring the Rights and Liberties of 
the Subject, and settling the succession of 
the Crown”’) to his Majesty during his Ma- 
jesty’s life, and after His Majesty's decease 
to the Princess Anne of Denmark and the 
heirs of her body, being Protestants; and 
for default of such issue to the heirs of the 
body of His Majesty, being Protestants; and 
as the same by one other Act, intituled, “ An 
Act for the further Limitation of the Crown, 
and better securing the Rights and Liberties 
of the Subject,” is and stands limited after 
the decease of His Majesty and the Princess 
Anne of Denmark, and for default of issue 
of the said Princess, and of His Majesty re- 
spectively, to the Princess Sophia, Electress 
and Duchess Dowager of Hanover, and the 
heirs of her body, Tee Protestants ; and 
all these things I do plainly and sincerely 
acknowledge and swear, according to these 
express words by me spoken, and according 
to the plain and common sense and under- 
standing of the same words, without any 
equivocation, mental evasion or secret reser- 
vation whatsoever.

“That if any person that now is or hereafter 
shall be a Peer of this Realm, or Member of the 
House of Peers, or Member of the House of Com- 
mons, in this or any succeeding Parliament, shall 
after the said five and twentieth day of March pre- 
sume to vote or make his Proxy, not having taken 
the said Oath and subscribed the same as aforesaid, 
every such Peer or Member so offending shall from 
thenceforth be deemed and adjudged a Popish Re- 
cusant convict, to all intents and purposes whatso- 
ever, and shall forfeit and suffer as a Popish Re- 
cusant convict, and shall be disabled to hold or 
execute any office, or place of profit or trust, civil 
or military, in any of His Majesty’s realms of Eng- 
land or Ireland, Dominion of Wales, or Town of 
Berwick-upon-Tweed, or in any of His Majesty’s 
Islands or Foreign Plantations to the said realms 
belonging ; and shall be disabled from thenceforth 
to sit or vote in either House of Parliament, or 
make a Proxy in the House of Peers, or to sue or 
use any action, bill, plaint or information in course 
of Law, or to prosecute any suit in any Court of

cated or deprived by the Pope, or any autho- 
rity of the See of Rome, may be deposed or 
murthered by their subjects or any others 
whatsoever; and I do declare, that no foreign 
Prince, Person, Prelate, State or Potentate 
hath or ought to have any power, jurisdic- 
tion, superiority, pre-eminence or authority, 
ecclesiastical or spiritual, within this Realm.” 


“ And instead of the solemn Affirmation or De- 
claration, in the form prescribed by the said Act of 
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Quaker shall make the solemn Declaration or Affir- 
mation following ; viz.—

clare and affirm.” 


“ And instead of the form prescribed by the said 
Act of the first year of his present Majesty’s reign, 
for the effect of the Abjuration Qath, every such 
Quaker shall take the effect thereof in the following 
words ; viz.— 


“1, A. B., do solemnly, sincerely and truly ac- 
knowledge, profess, testify and declare, That 
King George is lawful and rightful King of 
this Realm, and of all other his Dominions 
and countries thereunto belonging ; and I do 
solemnly and sincerely declare, that I do be- 
lieve the person pretended to be the Prince 
of Wales during the life of the late King 
James, and since his decease pretending to 
be and taking upon himself the stile and title 
of King of England by the name of James 
the Third, or of Scotland by the name of 
James the Eighth, or the stile and title of 
King of Great Britain, hath not any right 
or title whatsoever to the Crown of this 
Realm, nor any other the Dominions there- 
unto belonging ; and I do renounce and re- 
fuse any allegiance or obedience to him: 
And I do solemnly promise, that I will be 
true and faithful, and bear true allegiance to 
King George, and to him will be faithful 
against all traitorous conspiracies and at- 
tempts whatsoever which shall be made 
against his Person, Crown or Dignity ; and 
I will do my best endeavour to disclose and 
make known to King George, and his suc- 
cessors, all treasons and traitorous conspira- 
cies which 1 shall know to be made against 
him, or any of them ; and I will be true and 
faithful to the Succession of the Crown 
against him, the said James, and all other 
persons whatsoever, as the same is and stands 
settled by an Act, intituled, ‘ An Act de- 
claring the Rights and Liberties of the Sub- 
ject, and settling the Succession of the Crown 
to the late Queen Anne, and the Heirs of her 
body, being Protestants ;’ and as the same, 
by one other Act, intituled, ‘ An Act for the 
further Limitation of the Crown, and better 
securing the Rights and Liberties of the Sub- 
ject,’ is and stands settled and entailed after 
the decease of the said late Queen, and for 
default of issue of the said late Queen, to the 
late Princess Sophia, Electoress and Duchess 
Dowager of Hanover, and the Heirs of her 
body, being Protestants ; and all these things 
I do plainly and sincerely acknowledge, pro- 
mise and declare, according to these express 
words by me spoken, and according to the 
plain and common sense and understanding 
of the same words, without any equivocation, 
mental evasion, or secret reservation what- 
soever; and I do make this recognition, 
acknowledgment, renunciation and promise 
heartily, willingly and truly.” 


“ And all persons authorized or required to admi- 
nister or tender either the said former Declaration 
of Fidelity, or the said former solemn Affirmation of 
Declaration, or the former effect of the Abjuration 
Oath aforesaid, shall be and are hereby authorized 
and required to administer and tender the same re- 
spectively to the said people called Quakers, in the 
words by this Act respectively appointed.” 


And it further enacts, 


“ And the Declaration of Fidelity and solemn 
Affirmation or Declaration, and the effect of the Ab-

juration Oath appointed by this Act for the said 
people, called Seaton, instead of the respective 
forms 
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forms prescribed for the same, and by the said re- 
cited Acts, shall respectively be adjudged and taken 
to be of the same force and effect, and no other, to 
all intents and purposes, in all Courts of Justice, 
and elsewhere, as if such Quaker had made and 
subscribed the Declaration of Fidelity, or had made 
the solemn Affirmation or Declaration, or had taken 
the effect of the Abjuration Oath, in the respective 
forms appointed by the said recited Acts; and if 
any person making such Affirmation or Declaration 
as is ee by this Act to be made instead of 
the Affirmation or Declaration in the form prescribed 
by the before-mentioned Act of the seventh and 
eighth years of the reign of his said late Majesty 
King William the Third, shall be lawfully convicted 
of wilful, false and corrupt affirming or declaring any 
matter or thing which, if sworn in the common or 
usual form, would have amounted to wilful and cor- 
rupt Perjury, every such person so offending shall 
incur and suffer such and the same pains, penalties 
and forfeitures as are inflicted or enacted by the 
Laws and Statutes of this Realm against persons 
convicted of wilful and corrupt Perjury :” 

“ Provided always, That all clauses, provisoes 
and exceptions contained in the said recited Acts, or 
any of them, not hereby expressly altered or — 
shall be of such and the same force and effect as 
they were before the making of this Act.” 


The next Statute relates to the Jews, and is the 
10 Geo. 1, c. 4, intituled, 


“ An Act for explaining and amending an Act 
of the last Session of Parliament, intituled, 
‘ An Act to oblige all Persons, being Papists, 
in that part of Great Britain called Scotland, 
and all persons in Great Britain refusing or 
neglecting to take the Oaths appointed for 
the Security of his Majesty’s Person and 
Government, by several Acts herein-men- 
tioned, to register their Names and Real 
Estates, and for enlarging the Time for tak- 
ing the said Oaths, and making such Regis- 
ters, and for allowing further Time for the 
Enrolment of Deeds and Wills made by Pa- 
pists, which have been omitted to be enrolled, 
pursuant to an Act of the third year of his 
Majesty’s Reign, and also for giving Relief to 
Protestant Lessees.’ ” 


It recites an Act of 9 Geo. 1, c. 24 (being the Act 
referred to in its title), which required the Oath of 
Abjuration to be taken by all persons there men- 
tioned within a given time, and then after (amongst 
other things) giving further time, and permitting 
Quakers to declare the effect of it, the Act proceeds 
to enact as follows, in respect of Jews: “ And 
whereas the following words are contained in the 
latter part of the Oath of Abjuration; viz. ‘ Upon 
the true faith of a Christian.’ Be it further enacted, 
by the authority aforesaid, That whenever any of his 
Majesty’s subjects professing the Jewish Religion 
shall present himself to take the said Oath of Abju- 
ration, in pursuance of the above recited Act, or of 
this present Act, the said words, “ Upon the true 
faith of a Christian,’ shall be omitted out of the said 
Oath in administering the same to such person, and 
the taking the said Oath, by such person professing 
the Jewish Religion, without the words aforesaid, 
in like manner as Jews are admitted to be sworn to 
give evidence in Courts of Justice, shall be deemed 
to be a sufficient taking of the Abjuration Oath, 


within the meaning of this and the said recited 
Act.” ‘ 


Another Statute has a similar bearing on the sub- 
ject, namely, the 13th Geo. 2, c. 7, intituled, “ An 
Act for naturalizing such foreign Protestants, and 
others therein mentioned, as are settled or shall set- 
tle in any of His Majesty’s Colonies in America.” 
The 3d section of this Act is as follows: “ And 
whereas the following words are contained in the 
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latter part of the Oath of Abjuration, viz., ‘ Upon the 
true faith of a Christian ;’ and whereas the people 
professing the Jewish Religion may thereby be _— 
vented from receiving the benefit of this Act, Be it 
further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
whenever any person professing the Jewish Religion 
shall present himself to take the said Oath of Ab- 
juration, in pursuance of this Act, the said words 
‘Upon the true faith of a Christian’ shall be 
omitted out of the said Oath, in administering the 
same to such person, and the taking and subscribing 
the said Oath by such person professing the Jewish 
Religion, without the words aforesaid, and the other 
Oaths appointed by the said Act, in like manner as 
Jews were permitted to take the Oath of Abjura- 
tion by an Act made in the 10th year of the reign 
of his late Majesty King George the First, intituled, 
‘ An Act for explaining and amending an Act of 
the last Session of Parliament, intituled, An Act to 
oblige all Persons being Papists, in that part of 
Great Britain called Scotland, and all Persons in 
Great Britain refusing or neglecting to take the 
Oaths appointed for the Security of his Majesty’s 
Person and Government, by several Acts herein 
mentioned, to register their Names and Real Es- 
tates, and for enlarging the Time for taking the 
said Oaths, and making such Registers, and for 
allowing further Time for the Inrollment of Deeds 
or Wills made by Papists, which have been omitted 
to be inrolled, pursuant toan Act of the Third Year 
of His Majesty’s reign, and also for giving Relief 
to Protestant Lessees,’ shall be deemed a sufficient 
taking of the said Oaths, in order to entitle such 
person to the benefit of being naturalized by virtue 
of this Act.

And I do make this recognition, acknow- 
ledgment, abjuration, renunciation, and pro- 
mise heartily, willingly and truly, upon the 
true faith of a Christian.’ 


“ And that all and every person and persons who 
are enjoined and required to administer, take or sub- 
scribe the Oath of Abjuration and the Assurance in 
the said above-mentioned Act contained, shall re- 
spectively administer, take and subscribe the Oath 
of Abjuration, and subscribe the Assurance accord-

The next Statute is the 34th Geo. 3, c. 73, in- 
tituled, 


“An Act for directing the Appointment of 
Commissioners to administer certain Oaths 
and Declarations required by Law to be 
taken and made by Persons offering to 
vote at the Election of Members to serve 
in Parliament.” 


Under which, the Oath of Electors generally, and 
the Declaration or Affirmation of a Quaker is ad- 
ministered, previously to his voting for the Election 
of a Member of Parliament. The 9th Geo. 4, c. 17, 
being “ An Act for repealing so much of several 
Acts as imposes the Necessity of receiving the Lord’s 
Supper as a Qualification for certain Offices or Em- 
ployments,” does not relate to Members of Parlia- 
ment, nor prescribe any Oath, but requires a decla- 
ration to be made by the. parties therein mentioned, 
which commences with the words “I, A. B., do 
solemnly and sincerely, in the presence of God, pro- 
fess, testify and declare, upon the true faith of a 
Christian ;” and the 8th & 9th Vic., c. 52, being “ An 
Act for the Relief of Persons of the Jewish Religion 
elected to Municipal Offices,” substitutes in the case 
of Jews a declaration, in which the words “ upon 
the true faith of a Christian ” are omitted, 


The next Statute relating to Affirmation, is the 
9th Geo. 4, c. 32, intituled, 


“ An Act for amending the Law of Evidence 
in certain Cases.” 


It recites, 


“ Whereas it is expedient that Quakers and Mo- 
ravians shall be allowed to give evidence upon their 
solemn Affirmation in all cases, criminal as well as

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civil, and that in prosecutions for forgery the part 
interested should be rendered a competent witness. ‘ 


And it enacts, 

“That every Quaker or Moravian who shall be 
required to give evidence in any case whatsoever, 
| criminal or civil, shall, instead of taking an Oath in 
the usual form, be permitted to make his or her 
solemn Affirmation or Declaration in the words fol- 
‘lowing; (that is to say), ‘I, A.B., do solemnly, 
sincerely and truly declare and affirm,’ which said 
Affirmation or Declaration shall be of the same force 
_and effect in all Courts of Justice and other places 
where by Law an Oath is required, as if such Quaker 
/or Moravian had taken an Oath in the usual form ; 
| and if any person making such Affirmation or De- 
claration shall be convicted of having wilfully, 
falsely and corruptly affirmed or declared any mat- 
ter or thing which, if the same had been sworn in 
the usual form, would have amounted to wilful and 
corrupt Perjury, every such offender shall be subject 
to the same Pains, Penalties and Forfeitures to 
which persons convicted of wilful and corrupt Per-

“ Whereas it is expedient and reasonable that 
the solemn Affirmation of persons of the persuasion 
of the people called Quakers, and of Moravians, 
should be allowed in all cases where an Oath is or 
shall be required; Be it therefore enacted, by the 
King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent uf the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, That 
every person of the persuasion of the people called 
Quakers, and every Moravian, be permitted to make 
his or her solemn Affirmation or Declaration, instead 
of taking an Oath, in all places and for all pur- 
poses whatsoever where an Oath is or shall be re- 
quired, either by the Common Law or by any Act 
of Parliament already made or hereafter to be made ; 
which said Affirmation or Declaration shall be of 
the same force and effect as if he or she had taken 
an Oath in the usual form; and if any such person 
making such solemn Affirmation or Declaration 
shall be lawfully convicted wilfully, falsely and cor- 
ruptly to have affirmed or declared any matter or 
thing which, if the same had been in the usual 
form, would have amounted to wilful and corrupt 
Perjury, he or she shall incur the same Penalties 
and Forfeitures as by the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm are enacted against persons convicted of 
wilful and corrupt Perjury, any law, statute or 
custom to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided 
always, That every such Affirmation or Declaration 
shall be in the words following ; (that is to say), 


“1, A. B., being one of the people called 
Quakers (or one of the persuasion of the 
people called Quakers, or of the united 
brethren called Moravians, as the case ma 
be), do solemnly, sincerely and truly declare 
and affirm.” 


“ And whereas some doubts may arise as to the 
form of the Affirmation to be taken in lieu of the 
Oath of Abjuration by persons of the persuasion of 
the people called Quakers; Be it therefore Enacted, 
That, instead of the form of Affirmation prescribed 
in lieu of the Abjuration Oath, by an Act of the 
eighth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the First, intituled, ‘An Act for granting 
the People called Quakers such Formsof Affirmation 
or Declaration as may remove the Difficulties which 
many of them lie under,’ and instead of the form of 
the Oath of Abjuration prescribed by an Act of the 
sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
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George the Third, intituled, ‘ An Act for altering 
the Oath of Abjuration and the Assurance, and for 
amending so much of an Act of the seventh year of 
her late Majesty Queen Anne, intituled, ‘ An Actfor 
the Improvement of the Union of the two King- 
doms,’ as after the time therein limited requires the 
delivery of certain lists and copies therein men- 
tioned to persons indicted of High Treason or Mis- 
prision of Treason, every person of the persuasion of 
the people called Quakers shall be permitted to 
make his or her solemn Affirmation in the following 
words; (videlicet) 


“], A. B., being one of the people called 
Quakers [or one of the persuasion of the 
people called Quakers, or of the United 
Brethren called Moravians, as the case may 
be], do solemnly, sincerely and truly acknow- 
ledge, profess, testify and declare, that King 
William is lawful and rightful King of this 
Realm, and of all other his Dominions and 
countries thereunto belonging ; and I do so- 
lemnly and sincerely declare, that I do 
believe that not any of the descendants of 
the person who pretended to be Prince of 
Wales during the life of the late King James 
the Second, and since his decease pretended 
to be and took upon himself the style and 
title of King of England, by the name of 
James the Third, or of Scotland by the name 
of James the Eighth, or the style and title 
of King of Great Britain, hath any right or 
title whatsoever to the Crown of this Realm, 
or any other the Dominions thereunto be- 
longing; and I do renounce and refuse any 
allegiance or obedience to any of them; and 
I do solemnly promise that I will be true 
and faithful, and bear true allegiance to King 
William, and to him will be faithful against 
all traitorous conspiracies and attempts 
whatsoever which shall be made against his 
Person, Crown or Dignity; and I will do 
my best endeavour to disclose and. make 
known to King William and his successors 
all treasons and traitorous conspiracies which 
I shall know to be made against him or any 
of them; and I will be true and faithful to 
the succession of the Crown against the 
descendants of the said James, and against 
all other persons whatsoever, which succes- 
sion by an Act, intituled, ‘ An Act for the 
further Limitation of the Crown and better 
securing the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subject,’ is and stands limited to the Princess 
Sophia, Electoress and Duchess Dowager of 
Hanover, and the Heirs of her body, being 
Protestants ; and all these things I do plainly 
and sincerely acknowledge, promise and de- 
clare according to these express words, by 
me spoken, and according to the plain and 
common sense and understanding of the same 
words, without any equivocation, mental 
evasion or secret reservation whatsoever : 
and I do make this recognition, acknow- 
ledgment, renunciation and promise heartily, 
willingly and truly.” 


Subsequent Acts have been passed giving per- 
mission to persons who have been, but have ceased 
to be Quakers or Moravians, and also to a sect 
called Separatists, permission generally to make 
Affirmation in lieu of Oath, which Your Committee 
do not think it material to notice more at large. 

With reference to that part of the inquiry which 
relates to “ the manner in which Joseph Pease, Esq., 
on taking his seat. in the year 1833, made affirma- 
tion to the effect of the Oath required by Members 
before taking their seats in the House,” Cour Com-

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Table of the House, and made his solemn Affirma-| 
tion, and delivered to the Clerk of the House his 
qualification. Mr. Ley cannot, however, recollect 
precisely what occurred, nor whether Mr. Pease 
signed his name to any document; and he states, 
that all records relating to Members taking their 
seats before 1834, were destroyed in the fire which 
occurred in that year. 


Your Committee examined Mr. Pease, who states, 
that on the occasion of taking his seat, a parchment 
was placed before him at the Table, like that from 
which other Members had taken the Oath, and he 
was asked to repeat after the Clerk of the House all 
the words contained in that parchment, and to 
affirm, which he did in a very full House, the con- 
tents of it. The contents had been arranged by 
Mr. John Hodgkin (the Barrister who advised Mr. 
Pease), the Attorney-general and The Speaker; 
and he signed this parchment at the Table. Mr. 
Pease cannot recollect the precise nature of what he 
so signed ; but on reading the words of the Decla- 
ration (now sanctioned by the Act of 3 & 4 Will. 4, 
c. 49), he has no doubt it is an exact copy of what 
he signed. He says, that the members of the So- 
ciety of Friends would almost universally object to 
use the words “ Upon the true faith of a Christian ;” 
and he is as sure as he can be of anything, that in 
the Affirmation which he made, those words were 
omitted. 
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Your Committee will finally address themselves | 
to that branch of the inquiry by which they are | 
directed ‘To inquire and Report in what manner | 
Jews and other persons not professing the Christian | 
Religion are permitted to make Oath in Courts of | 
Justice or other places where an Oath is allowed, | 
authorized, or required to be taken.” |

The question first arose on an application in Ram- | 
hissenseat v. Barker, 1 Atkyns, 19, by the plaintiff 
in that cause, that he might be allowed a Commis- 
sion to take his answer in a cross cause in which he 
was defendant, and that the words “ corporal” and 
“upon the Holy Evangelists,” might be left out in 
the Commission, and instead of the latter words, 
“ on a proper Oath in the most solemn manner,” or 
some other proper words, and agreeable to the cir- 
cumstances of the defendant’s case, might be inserted 
in their room. 


Lord Chancellor Hardwicke upon this application 
said, 


“It depends upon what is admitted on the other 
side, that the defendant in the cross cause 
is of the Gentoo religion, and an idolator. 
I have often wondered, as the dominions 
of Great Britain are so extensive, that 
there has never been any rule or method 
in cases of this sort. The general rule is, 
that all persons who believe a Gop, are 
capable of an Oath; and what is univer- 
sally understood by an Oath is, that the 
person who takes it imprecates the vengeance 
of God upon him if the Oath he takes is 
false. It was upon this principle that the 
Judges were inclined to admit the Jews, 
who believed a God, according to our 
notion of a God, to swear upon the Old 
Testament. And Lord Hale very justly 
observes, it is a wise rule in the Kingdom 
of Spain that a heathen and idolator should 
be sworn upon what he thinks is the most 
sacred part of hisreligion. If a Jew should 
be indicted for perjury, and it is laid in 
the indictment that he swore tuctis sacro- 
santis Dei evangeliis, yet, according to 
Hale, the word Commis in the indict- 
ment may be answered by the Old Testa- 
ment, which is the evangelium of the Jews. 
In order to remove the difficulties in this 
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case, I shall direct that these words upon 
‘ the Holy Evangelists’ may be left out. 
The next consideration is, what words 
must be inserted in their room? Now, on 
the part of the plaintiff in the cross-bill, 
it is desired that] should appoint a solemn 
form for the Oath; I think this very im- 
proper, because I may possibly direct a 
form that is contrary to the notions of re- 
ligion entertained by the Gentoo people. 
I will, therefore, make this rule; that two 
or three of the Commissioners may ad- 
minister such Oath, in the most solemn 
manner as, in their discretions shall seem 
meet; and if the person, upon the usual 
Oath being explained to him, shall consent 
to take it, and the Commissioners approve 
of administering it (for he may perhaps be 
a Christian convert) the difficulty is re- 
moved, or if they should think proper to 
administer another Oath, that then they 
shall certify to the Court what was done 
by them, and that will be the proper time 
to controvert the validity of such an Oath, 
and to take the opinion of the Judges upon 
it if the Court should have any doubt. 
The words ‘ Corporal Oath’ may stand for 
lifting up an arm or other bodily member. 
This will come up to the meaning of a 
Corporal Oath; but, upon the Attorney- 
general suggesting that there might be no 
ceremonies in their form of taking Oaths, 
these words were likewise left out, and the 
words * Most solemnly’ to be inserted in 
their room.” 


Similar orders appear to have been made for the 
examination of witnesses, and in 1744 the whole 
matter came on to be argued on the return of the 
Commissioners (which stated the mode of swearing 
to have been “by the witnesses touching with their 
hands the foot of the Brahmin or priest [with some 
other ceremonies], being the usual and most solemn 
form in which Oaths are most usually administered 
to witnesses who profess the Gentoo religion”) 
whether the answer and evidence so taken could be 
read. The discussion was very full, and Lord Chan- 
cellor Hardwicke was assisted by the Lord Chief 
Baron Parker, and Lord Chief Justice Willes, and 
Lord Chief Justice Zee. The counsel who opposed 
the admission of the evidence, relied on the constant 
form of the Commission and on the Law of England 
requiring Oaths to be on the Evangelists, and on 
indictments for perjury, being framed with these 
words, “ per se sacro evangelio voluntarie et corrupte 
commisit perjurium ;” on the other side, many in- 
stances were given of Jews being sworn on the Old 
Testament, and authorities cited as to the admissi- 
bility of all witnesses who believed in a Supreme 
Being. 


Your Committee do not think it necessary to 
make a full statement of the case, as the report of 
it in Atkyns can be readily referred to. The Chief 
Baron appears to have laid down the rule, as stated 
in the Declaratory Act of 1 and 2 Vic. c. 105. 


“Tt is plain (he says), that by the policy of 
all countries Oaths are to be administered 
to all persons according to their own 
opinion, and as it most affects their con- 
science, and laying the hand was originally 
borrowed from the Pagans. It is said by 
defendant’s counsel, that no new Oath 
can be imposed without an Act of Par- 
liament. My answer is, ‘this is no new 
Oath.’” 


Lord Chief Justice Willes, after stating that 
Madoz’s History of the Exchequer clears it up 
beyond all contradiction that Jews were constantly

sworn, 
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sworn, and from the 19 Car. 1 to the present time, 
have never been refused, says, 


“The nature of an Oath is not at all altered by 
Christianity, but only made more solemn 
from the sanction of rewards and punish- 
ments being more openly declared.” 


In another passage he says, 


“The form of Oaths varies in countries ac- 
cording to different Laws and Constitu- 
tions, but the substance is the same in 
all.” 


Lord Chief Justice Zee gave an opinion to the 
same effect. 


Lord Chancellor Hardwicke decided in favour of 
the admission of the evidence, and stated his opinion, 
as follows :— 


“The next question will be, whether the depo- 
sitions ought to be read, which depends 
upon two things; first, whether, it is a 
proper obligatory Oath; secondly, whether 
on the special circumstances in this case, 
such evidence can be admitted according to 
the Law of England. The general learning 
upon this head has been fully enlarged upon 
by the Lord Chief Justice. The first author I 
shall mention is Bishop Sanderson, De Juris- 
juramenti Obligatione. “ Jurisjuramentum,” 
saith he, “est affirmatio religiosa.” All that 
is necessary to an Oath is an appeal to the 
Supreme Being, as thinking him the re- 
warder of truth and the avenger of falsehood. 
Vid. the same author, pp.5and 18. This is 
not contradicted by any writer that | know 
of, but Lord Coke, who has taken upon him 
to insert the word Christian, and is the only 
writer that has grafted this word into an 
Oath. As to other writers, they are all con- 
curring. Vid. Puffendorf, lib. 4, ch. 2, sec. 4. 
Dr. Tillotson, 1st volume of his Sermons 
upon the Lawfulness of Oaths, and p. 189, 
where the very text speaks plainly of an 
Oath among ali nations and men, (‘ An 
Oath for confirmation is to them an end of 
all strife.’ Hebr. the 6th and 16th) says, 
‘The necessity of Religion to the support of 
human society in nothing appears more 
evidently than in this, that the obligation of 
an Oath, which is so necessary for the 
maintenance of peace and justice among men, 
depends wholly upon the sense and belief 
of a Deity.’ The next thing I shall take 
notice of is the form of the Oath. It is laid 
down by all writers that the outward act is 
not essential to the Oath. Sanderson is of 
that opinion, and so is T%/lotson, in the same 
sermon, p. 144. As for the ceremonies in use 
among us in the taking of Ouths, it is no 
just exception against them that they are not 
found in Scripture, for this was always matter 
of liberty, and several nations have used 
several rites and ceremonies in their Oaths. 
All that is necessary appears in the present 
case ; an external act was done to make it 
a corporal act.” 


This decision has been uniformly acted upon ever 
since. Your Committee have examined an officer 
irom the Crown Office, and also Alderman Salo- 
mons, with reference to the mode in which Jews are 
at the present time permitted to make oath. The 
latter gentleman has served the office of High She- 
siff for a county, and Sheriff of the city of Zondon, 
and is now one of the Aldermen of that city, and a 
Barrister-at-Law, and he has taken the Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy. 


It appears from the evidence that Jews are now 
permitted to make oath either on the Old Testa- 
ment or on the Pentateuch alone, and that their

A Message, by Mr. Pulman, Yeoman Usher of

of public duties, prescribed by Acts of the Legis- 
lature. 

3. That, although forms of petition appear to have 
been sent to every Board of Guardians for their 
adoption, and that at a time when the circumstances 
of the country have rendered Rate-payers in rural 
districts peculiarly sensible of the burden of local 
taxation, the number of Petitions to the Legisiature 
in favour of the Bill does not appear to this Com- 
mittee to have been such as to prove that any general 
desire prevails in the country for this measure. 

4. That the effect of the Bill would be to exclude 
a numerous body of gentlemen in every county in 
England, from the transaction of Financial business, 
in which, as Magistrates and Proprietors, they have 
immediate and extensive interest, and which, under 
the authority of successive Statutes, they and their 
predecessors have conducted for a long period of 
time, to the advantage and generally to the satisfac- 
tion of the public, and to substitute for them a small 
and fluctuating body of men, who would in many 
cases be less fitted for the discharge of such duties, 
and who would individually have a much less degree 
of pecuniary interest in the counties in which they 
ive. 

5. That this Committee is of Opinion, that if the 
management of County Finances were transferred to 
Boards so constituted, there would be serious risk of 
injury and impediment to the public service, without 
any equivalent advantage. 

6. That this Committee cannot recommend the 
House to adopt a Bill which they consider to be 
open to such grave objections. 

7. That if it should be thought desirable to give a 
more a constitution to the authority by which 
County Finances are administered, there is so much 
difficulty in determining the best mode of effecting 
that object, the details which it involves are so com- 
plicated, and the interests concerned are so import- 
ant, that, in the Opinion of this Committee, the 
arrangement of such a change ought to be under- 
taken by Her Majesty’s Government. 

8. That the Evidence which this Committee has 
received, has led them to the conclusion, that im- 
provements might be effected in the present mode of 
transacting the Financial business of Counties, some 
of which would require Legislative Enactments. 

9. That economy of County Rates would be pro- 
moted, if Clerks of the Peace were remunerated for 
their services by fixed Salaries instead of by Fees, 
and the duties of their office would in such case be 
as well, if not better discharged.

parish in which he resides, that they have no reason 
to disbelieve the statement. 

Your Committee also examined the Petitioner as 
to whether he had any occupation or employment 
or other source of income, which he answered in the 
negative. 

They do not find that there is any instance of 
any party being allowed to proceed with any Bill in 
Parliament in formé pauperis before the Petitioner, 
in a present case, was permitted by the House of 
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Lords so to proceed, on evidence similar to that 
before your Committee. 

Your Committee conceive that Divorce Bills are 
of a very different character from the usual appl- 
cation made by individuals or Companies to Parlia- 
ment ; they partake rather of the nature of an ap- 
plication to a Court of Law for the redress of a 
civil injury, and the promoter is required first to 
obtain a sentence of divorce & mensé et thoro, from 
the Ecclesiastical Court, and also (unless by the 
absence of the party or otherwise it is rendered im- 
possible) to obtain a verdict and damages against 
theadulterer. In all those proceedings the aggrieved 
party may sue in formdé pauperis; and they think 
that it would be reasonable to allow him the same 
privilege in taking the last step necessary to the 
obtaining of complete redress, viz. a divorce by Act 
of Parliament, & vinculo matrimonii. 

Your Committee therefore conceive, that the privi- 
lege so permitted in respect to Divorce Bills, would 
not afford a precedent in other Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, and they recommend the case of the Pe- 
titioner to the House, as a proper case for the re- 
mission of the fees which would be otherwise paya- 
ble. ;

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them referred ; and had agreed to a Report and 
Resolutions, which they had directed him to report 
to the House, together with the Minutes of the 
Evidence taken before them; and the Resolutions 
of the Committee are as follow: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Com- 
mittee,-— 

1. That many Prisons have been rebuilt or ma- 
terially altered since 1835, by which uniformity of 
construction has been extensively promoted, and 
that the internal discipline of Prisons has been ma- 
terially improved, but that great variety of construc- 
tion and discipline still exists. 

2. That this Committee concurs in the opinion 
expressed by former Committees of both Houses of 
Parliament, that such variety is a great evil; and 
considers it desirable that the Legislature should 
entrust increased powers to some central authority, 
of enforcing uniform adherence to rules laid down 
from time to time by Parliament in these respects. 

3. That such increased powers would be best 
exercised by a Board, subject to the authority of 
the Secretary of State. 

4. That this Committee also concurs in the 
opinion expressed by a Committee of the House of 
Lords in 1835, that entire separation, except during 
the hours of labour and of religious worship and 
instruction, is absolutely necessary for preventing 
contamination, and for securing a proper system of 
prison discipline ; and this Committee is of opinion 
that, with this view, every prison ought to contain 
such a number of cells as would enable each pri- 
soner to be kept separate, by day as well as by 
night, both before and after trial. 

5. That where it may be necessary to bring pri- 
soners together during the hours of labour, instruc- 
tion and divine worship, effectual means ought to 
be taken to prevent any intercourse between such 
prisoners. 

6. That individual separation of prisoners, termed 
“the separate system” of imprisonment, contem- 
plated in the 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, has been adopted 
in Pentonville Prison, and in many County and 
Borough Prisons. 

7. That this Committee has received much Evi- 
dence both as to the mode of applying this system, 
and as to its results, 

8. That this Committee regrets to have found a 
want of uniformity in some important particulars in 
the mode of applying this system in different prisons, 
which they think ought to be remedied. 

9. That, while the Evidence as to the results of 
the system is in some respects conflicting, the great 
preponderance of Evidence, including that of almost 
all the visiting justices and officers of the prisons 
in which it has been in operation, and who have 
been examined by this Committee, is highly favour- 
able to it, and this Committee is of opinion that if 
conducted under proper regulations and control, 
separate confinement is more efficient than any 
other system which has been yet tried, both in de- 
terring from crime, and in promoting reformation. 

10. That individual separation ought to be ap- 
plied to all prisoners before trial, as it is essential 
in an especial degree that such prisoners should be 
secured from all intercourse with other prisoners, 
and the only mode by which this object can be pro- 
perly attained is by their individual separation, 
under such modifications as are consistent with due 
consideration of the fact that they are committed 
for safe custody, and not for punishment. 

11. That individual separation ought to be con- 
tinuously applied to all prisoners under all sentences 
of imprisonment, not exceeding three months, and not 
being subject to physical or mental disqualification. 

12. That it ought also to be applied to prisoners 
under long sentences, during the earlier period of 
their imprisonment, but this Committee does not 
recommend that it should in ordinary cases be en- 
forced for a longer period than twelve months.

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13. That hard labour is not incompatible with 
individual separation, and that where they have 
been tried in combination, as in the county prison 
at Leicester, the effect has been remarkable in the 
decrease of the number of committals, especially 
under the Vagrant and Malicious Trespass Acts. 

14, That after prisoners under long sentences 
have undergone a period of separate confinement, 
the remainder of their sentences ought to be passed 
under a system of combined labour, with effectual 
precautions against intercourse. 

15. That this object would be greatly faciiitated 
by the erection of district prisons, at the national 
cost, for the reception of prisoners under long sen- 
tences, after they have undergone such previous 
separate confinement. 

16. That such district prisons should be main- 
tained at the national cost, and the government of 
such prisons, and all appointments and salaries of 
officers, ought to be under the control of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. 





17. That if this plan were adopted an alteration 
of the law might, in the opinion of this Committee, 
be usefuliy made, in order to substitute, in many 
cases, for short terms of transportation, longer terms 
of imprisonment than are now sanctioned by law. 

18. That this Committee does not feel justified, 
without longer time for the consideration of such 
extensive details, in attempting to pronounce a 
definite opinion upon the plan which has been sub- 
mitted to them, with much ability and laudable 
exertion, by Mr. Pearson ; but they consider that 
plan to be entitled to serious consideration by any 
department of Her Majesty’s Government to which 
the regulation of Prisons may be entrusted, and 


especially in connexion with the recommendation 
for the establishment of District Prisons. 

19. That the Committee concurs with some of 
the most experienced witnesses they have examined, 
in the opinion that a great majority of convicted 
prisoners are open to the same good motives and 
good impulses which influence other human beings, 
and therefore that a system of encouragement to 
good conduct and endeavours to inspire feelings of 
self-respect, self-reliance and hopefulness for the 
future, which have been tried in some of our largest 
establishments, ought to be adopted, so far as it 
is practicable, without impairing the penal and 
deterring character essential to any system of im- 
prisonment. 

20. That in regard to some of the details of dis- 
cipline which have been brought before them, this 
Committee recommends that the means of lighting 
every cell, except cells for an infraction of prison 
rules, ought to be provided in every prison, and 
that no prisoner ought to be left in darkness for more 
than a maximum time which can be required for 
rest, viz. eight hours. 

21. That the diet should invariably be kept as 
low as is consistent with the health of the prisoners. 

22. That no more artificial warmth should be 
introduced in prison cells than is absolutely requisite 
for the preservation of health. 

23. That while it is desirable to prevent the con- 
sequences arising from the mutual recognition of 
prisoners, this Committee does not think it expe- 
dient to recommend the adoption of any general 
rule in that regard. 

24, That under any system of discipline the best 
practicable arrangements should be made for the 
instruction of all prisoners in their religious and 
moral duties. 

25. That provision ought to be made in every 
prison for enforcing sentences of imprisonment with 
hard labour. 

26. That the discipline in respect of prisoners 
confined for debt requires amendment. 

27. That on the interesting question of what 
system of prison discipline is best adapted to 





juvenile offenders, this Committee has not received 
4E3 sufficient 
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sufficient Evidence to enable them to offer distinct 
recommendations; but they are of opinion that 
a larger amount of industria] training and refor- 
matory discipline may advantageously be adopted 
in their case than in that of ordinary criminals.

It has afforded Me great satisfaction to give My 
assent to the Act which you have passed for the 
Improvement of the Merchant Naval Service of this 
Country; it is, I trust, calculated to promote the 
welfare of every class connected with this essential 
branch of the national interest. 

The Act for the gradual discontinuance of Inter- 
ments within the limits of the Metropolis is in con- 
formity with those enlightened views which have 
for their object the improvement of the Public 
Health.

I have given My cordial Assent to the Act for 
the Extension of the Elective Franchise in Jreland.
